Upon  all  land  an  equal  rate  of  one  per  cent,  and  one- 
half  of  one  per  cent.

A BY-LAW 

To  a uthorize  vertu i n officials  to  borrow  money  to  meet 
current  ejcpeniliture, 

WHEREAS  by  Sub-section  (1.33)  of  Section  96,  of 
the  “Municipal  Act,  1891,”  it  is  enacted  that 
the  Municipal  Council  of  any  city  in  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia  be  authorized,  under  the  conditions 
there  expressed,  to  borrow  from  any  person  such  sum 
of  money  and  bearing  such  rate  of  interest  as  may  be 
requisite  to  meet  the  current  legal  expenditure  of  the 
Corporation  which  becomes  payable  out  of  the  annual 
revenue  before  the  revenue  for  the  year  becomes  pay- 
able by  the  taxpayers; 

And  whereas  it  is  found  necessary  in  order  to  meet 
the  current  legal  expenditure  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
City  of  Victoria,  to  borrow  the  sums  of  money  herein- 
after mentioned,  in  accordance  with  Sub-section  (133) 
of  Section  96,  of  said  “Municipal  Act,  1891.” 
Therefore  be  it  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Aider- 
men  of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Victoria  as  fol- 
lows:— 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Corporation  of  the  City 
of  Victoria  to  borrow  from  the  Bank  of  British  North 
America  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  requisite  to 
meet  the  current  legal  expenditure  of  the  said  Cor- 
poration which  becomes  payable  out  of  the  Municipal 
revenue,  and  the  amounts  so  borrowed  shall  be  repay- 
able and  repaid  on  or  before  the  31st  day  of  December, 
A.D.  1891,  out  of  the  Municipal  revenue  for  the  said 
year. 

2.  The  amounts  so  borrowed  shall  not  exceed  in  the 
whole  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars ($250,000),  and  the  rate  of  interest  payable  thereon 
shall  not  exceed  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum. 

3.  The  obligation  to  be  given  to  the  said  Bank  shall 
be  in  writing  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  the  Clerk  of 
the  Municipal  Council  of  the  said  Corporation,  and 
shall  be  in  the  form  of  a promissory  note,  and  shall 
bear  the  Corporate  Seal  of  the  said  Corporation. 

4.  All  agreements  for  advance  heretofore  made  from 
said  Bank  are  hereby  confirmed. 

5.  The  “Bank  Credit  Amendment  By-Law,  1891,” 
is  hereby  repealed. 

6.  This  By-Law  may  be  cited  as  the  “ Bank  Credit 
Amendment  By-Law,  1891,  No.  2.”
